But giv e silv er mino r the same 
chance that we giv e the go ld mino r abo ut 
bringing his mo ney to the mint and hav ­ 
ing it co ined. 
At present we discrimate 
against silv er but o ught no t. 
Wc need 
and must hav e a do uble standard. 
We 
hav en’t o ne-third o f as much silv er as 
France hus, so we need no t fear to o much i 
silv er. 
Let us equalize its v alue with I 
go ld, and co ntinue to keep silv er, go ld, 
and currency co nv ertible into o ne an­ 
o ther.

Mary McCollu m, Samu el Phillip’s sec­ 
ond wife, was b orn May 6, 1777, in Tyr- 
ingham; he parents were of Scotch de­ 
scended s and were farmers. 
She was a 
tall, slim woman, with a fine sparkling 
eye, with great firmness of mind and tem- 
perment, and a kind and loving neighb or, 
b eloved and respected b y all who knew 
lrer. 
She went to Chippewa, Chippewa 
cou nty, Wisconsin, with Jackson, her 
you ngest son, and is b u ried there. 
Two 
of the eight children of Samu el and Mary 
were William, b orn March 2, 1827, and 
Jared, b orn O ctob ers, 1828. 
Boys and 
girls then were self-reliant and grappled 
with the pleasu res and necessities of life 
withou t fear or asking favor. 
In this old mou ntain district, in those 
early day s, there 'were from forty to fifty 
scholars, u nd 1 wish I cou ld draw a pic­ 
tu re of those you ng people as they yoked 
their cattle and hitched them to a wagon 
or sleigh to go to a hu sking, apple cu t, or 
candy pu ll. Wealth, literary attainments 
and etiqu ette had not separated the strong 
from the the weak as is the case to-day, 
b u t these gatherings were fu ll of fu n and 
frolic as only stroDgand healthy children 
can enjoy, the pleasu res and du ties of 
life. 
Laws were made for all the people 
and not for individu als as is the case to­ 
day. 
The du ties and cares of life were 
more equ ally b orne b y all. 
The great in­ 
terest in this family centers in William 
and Jared; these b oys were seDt to the 
old Lenox Academy, where their educa­ 
tion was finished as to schooling. 


THE HOHDEH WAR. 
To see the impo rtance o f their liv es, to 
tbe liberty o f the slav es, and the welfare 
o f this D atio n , it is impo rtant to mentio n 
so me o f the facts and do ings in the early 
settlements o f Kansas. 
Misso uri being desiro us o f admissio n to 
the Unio n, a bill was intro duced into 
Co ngress in the sessio n o f 
1818 and 19. 
Mr. E . 
Tay lo r, o f N ew Yo rk, had it 
amended in the ho use so as to ex clude 
slav ery fro m the new state. 
The bill was 
lo st in the Senate; fro m this cume tho se 
bitter discussio ns in Co ngress, the press 
and by almo st ev ery fireside in the land. 
The co mpanies were pro po sed by 3ir. 
Tho mas, o f Illino is, fix ing the line 36 deg., 
30 ruin., as the bo undary between slav e 
and free territo ries. 
This bill was passed 
and signed by President Mo nro e, o n the 
last o f March, 1820. 
On the 7th of Ju ne, 18 36 , a b ill was 
passed giving to Missou ri 
a piece of b ind 
b etween the Missou ri River and the west 
line of the state. 
This was north of 36 
deg., 30 rain. 
The first trespass on the 
free territory. 
In 1853 Mr. Dou glas, of Illinois, chair­ 
man of the committee on territories, in­ 
trodu ced a b ill to create the territory of 
Neb raska, a very large part of the North­ 
west. 
Su b sequ ently, b e b rou ght in an­ 
other b ill to make two territories, Kansas

W hat good they can Accomplish b y 
setting u p a third party and thu a alima- 
ting nine-tenths of the tru e friends of 
temperance, the T e le gr a ph fails to see. 
We b elieve as the eloqu ent and earnest 
temperance advocate, J. Ellen Foster, in 
a speech at Lakeside, said: “ I am opposed 
to the Prohib ition party b ecau se I con 
sider it a delu sion and a snare, and 1 
think it a great hindrance to temperance 
work. ***** 
The third party is doing 
prohib ition more harm than the adher­ 
ents of high license.” Not a few others 
are of the same opinioo. 
^Ve rememb er 
hearing Miss Francis Willard say : “There 
is no u se having prohib ition u ntil there is 
pu b lic sentiment enou gh to enforce it.” 
To have prohib ition with ou t b eing en­ 
forced means free whiskey. 
To b ring a 
third party into the field means a war­ 
fare on the other two parties, and a tru e 
issu e of temperance is left in the b ack 
grou nd. 
Let the temperance issu e b e 
fou ght on its own merits. 
It is a qu es­ 
tion which strikes at the heart of the 
home and the fou ndation of society. Let 
it b e fou ght regardless of antagonizing, 
tb e b est friends of temperance in order to 
follow some discontented schemers. We 
wou ld think that 
the prohib itionists 
wou ld not grasp for the impossib le till 
they had the practical. 
They have su c­ 
ceeded in tu rning ou t the tru e friends of 
temperarice and placed in power its ene­ 
mies. 
The third party with all its b rag­ 
ging has not accomplished anything. 
Iowa was gained withou t them; Kansas 
was won b efore they appeared. 
The 
same is tru e of Maine. T he T e le gra ph 
b elieves that this qu estion shou ld b e 
fou ght in the north as it is b eing fou ght 
in the sou th. 
The writer was in Georgia 
last winter du riu g the prohib ition agita­ 
tion, ana we saw how Allan;- was e a rn ­ 
ed. 
We saw all temperance people com­ 
b ined, regardless of politics, and fou ght 
the ru m power on its own grou nd. There 
was no third party 
business to distract 
I their attentio n. 
YVVliav e asaed many o f 
tho se earnest wo rkers what they thou ght 
of St. John and liis o ligarchy . They hold 
him in the same estimatio n that they do 
a go at or a hen. 
In Richmond, Va. last 
spring, we heard that State Senate dis­ 
cussing the pro hibitio n qu estion and of 
its memb ers, eight Republicans and sev­ 
enteen Demo crats were standing together 
on this qu estion. 
Not once did we hear 
St.John mentioned. 
In twelve states 
so uth of Mason and Dixon’s line we only 
saw one-third party man. 
The key to 
their su ccess iu the temperance move­ 
ment down there, lies in the fact that 
they keep the issu e ou t of po litics. Let 
o ur no rthern temperance fpeople 
take a 
lesson and not force this issu e unwillingly 
to their own detriment, and to tb e injury 
of their truest friends.

G alvesto n , Te*., Aug. IS.—In an inter­ 
view published Tuosd my Hon. J ohn H. 
Reagan, of the Second congressional dis* 
trict of Texas, in speaking of the Mexican 
imbroglio said

caee, "But from my actual knowledge of 
the facts I can tell you 
what my impres­ 
sions are of the Cutting case. 
First, the 
fact as stated by the Mexican judge that 
Cutting's libelous article wa< first published 
in Mexico and then in the 
United .States 
and then republished in Mexico, seems to 
mo to make him absolutely amenable to tbo 
Mexican law, and it does not 
soom to me 
that there is anything in tbo 
caso that 
should givo rise to international tiouine. 
J udgo Reagan, alluding to ths Arresuroe 
affair at Ragle Pass, said: 
‘‘If I understood 
iho facts correctly Arresures « a* u Mexican 
citizen so mo years ago; uftor being appro- 
h tided in horso stealing becam e into Texas 
and declared his intention to be orne a citi 
. en of the Rnito I States, then 
went bn 
to Mexico, served ia the Mexican arm y for 
two or three years, again took to iior» *- 
htealtng, and ran once more into Texas, an i 
l>eing demanded for extradition ho wua 
surrendered by the sheriff and left to the 
judgment of tho Mexican officials.

statement of facts is correct, i think it is th 
I oozed and sickliest causo tor international 
irotibie t at 1 have ever known, and in my 
opiuK-n is i subject hardly worthy a m in­ 
ute's d.scuciio.i. 
Should tho United » Stated 
go to war with u neighboring friendly na­ 
tion because people of that country choose 
to punUh 
a hor-.o-thief who was one of its 
own citizens' 
If a Texan stolo a horse and 
then escaped into Mexico ho would bo com­ 
paratively s ifo as long us he 
prudently re­ 
mained in obscurity, 
but suppose he was 
discovered and demanded by this country

to nes so attractive to the finny tribe* a*

k wer and sweeter one*.

Bartlett invited Mr.

dent Linco ln and the dagger he held in his 
hand when he leajjed fro m the bo x to the 
stage o f the theatre, crying, “ Sic sernjier 
tyrannis!” These relics are preserve« I in a 
bureau o f o ne o f the great departments o f the 
go vernment, and with them i* the bullet that 
struck Mr. Linco ln do wn. 
The pisto l is the 
mo st interesting o f the lo t. 
It is o ne of the 
kin« i kno wn as the Derringer, made in Phila­ 
delphia, which was very 
fam ous all thro ugh 
the so uth and so uthwest thirty years ago . 
The on« * in quest i«>n is o f U autiful wo rkman» 
ship. 
Its liarrel is o nly two inches in length, 
and the bullet weighs abo ut a quarter o f an 
o unce. 
The entire length o f th? weajio n is 
but fo ur inches. 
Its mo unting is o f silver, 
ami the 1«» k is o ne o f the tin« st and mo st jier* 
fe<*t j»i<H*es o f wo rkmanship I have ever seen, 
even in these weapo ns, which were very ex­ 
pensive and elabo rate. 
The bullet is much | 
battend, an*l was evidently driven into the 
muzzle (fo r the pisto l is a muzzle lo ader» by 
t he use o f a mallet and iro n lo ading ro d. 
C< >n- 
wdering the heavy charge o f jio wder under 
the bullet, befo re it was fired, the latter must 
have Us-n o nly half andnch fro m the muzzle, 
and eo ukl easily have l« een to uched with o nes 
little finger inserted into the barrel. 
The 
marks o f the rifling in the liarrel an* clearly 
visible o n the bullet, which was very much 
flattened fro m st riking the skull. 
Alto gether, 
a mo re interesting and ghastly curio I have 
never seen. 
While handling the pisto l I 
lo o ked at the end o f the breech. 
I fo und 
there a receptacle fo r percussio n caps, which 
had evidently l>een o verlo o ked, and upo n 
•o pening it I fo und a so litary cap, which 
Bo o th had evidently put there himself, in­ 
tending, if by any chance the o ne o n the tuU* 
•o f the pisto l explo ded witho ut firing it, to 
have uno ther ready to his Land.—Washingto n 
Hi raid.
